Statement by Dunklie. 


George Dunkle made the following 
statement tonight:

of that affidavit over his signature 
would make him out a tiar in one in- 
stance or the other. 

“He told me that he had never made 
any verbal confession, and therefore he 
did not intend to make a verbal con- 
fasaion. and. therefore, he did not in- 
tend to make a written one, although 
he had been infor d that there was 
$4.000 on deposit that wouid be turned 
over to him the minute he put his sig- 
nature to a confession.”

Osborn Letter to Bernier. 

Ottawa, Ontario, December 16.—‘“Cap- 
tain Loose has confessed that his story, 
published in a New York newspaper, 
is a lie from beginning to end.

i‘ypenhagen, December 16.—Although 
the wnembers of the committee which 
is investigating Dr. Frederick A. Cook's 
Polar records are sworn to secrecy con- 
cerning the examination until a deci- 
sion has been submitted to the univer- 
ality, it is sald the work is well ad- 
vanced.

Zelaya Sends a Message. 

Accompanying his resignaticn, 
laya sent the following message 
congress: 

“The painful circumstances in which 
the country is plunged call for acts 
of abnegation and patriotism on the 
part of good citizens, who are the wit- 
nesses of the oppression of the republic 
by the heavy hand of fate. The coun- 
try is staggering under a shameless 
revolution which threatens the nation’s 
sovereignty and a foreign nation un- 
justly intervenes in our affairs, pub- 
licly providing the rebels with arms, 
which has only resulted in their being 
defeated everywhere through the hero- 
ism of our troops. 

“Te avoid further bloodshed, and for 
the reason that the revolutionists have 
declared that they would put down 
their arms when I surrender the execu- 
tive power, I hereby place in the hands 
of the national assembly the abandon. 
ment of the remainder of my term of 
office, which ts to be filled by a substi- 
tute of their choosing, with the hope 
that this will result in good to Nicar- 
agua, the reestablishment of peace, and 
particularly the suspension of the hos- 
tility of the United States, to which I 
do not wish to give a pretext for inter- 
vention.” 

Cheers For United States. 

A commission of five deputies was 
appointed to draft a bill looking to the 
acceptance of Zelaya’s resignation, 
which is now considered a mere for- 
malitv.

Leopold Il, king of the Belgians, son 
of King Leopold I. upon whose death, 
which occurred December 10, 1868. he 
succeeded to the throne, was born at 
Brussels, Apri! 9, 1837. His father was 


the former prince of Saxe-Coburg-Gotlia « 
; and his mother Princess Louise, daugh- 


ter of King Louis Phillippe of France. 
On August 22, 1853, he married the 
Arehduchess Marie Henrieita, daughter 
of Archduke J6seph of Austria. She 
died September 19. 1902. There were 
three daughters born of this unfon— 
Louise, Stephanie and Clementine. The 
two elder princesses have heen  eés- 
tranged from their father, but Clamen- 
tine remained in his affections. 
Nephew to Mount Throne. 

There being no direct hereditary heir. 
the crown passes to Prince Albert, the 
only sone_of Leopold's brother, the late 
Phillippe, count of Flanders. The new 
monarch was born April 8. 1875, and 
on October 2, 1900, married Princess 
Elizabeth of Bavaria. They have three 
children—Prince Leopold, 8 -vears: 
Prince Charles, 6 years old, and Prince 
Marie Jose, who was born August 4, 
1906. 

Prince Albert is one of the most 
popular members of the reigning house 
of Belgium.

King Leopold and the Congo. 

Always conspicuous before the public 
on account of the nature of his private 
life, particulariy in recent years, King 
Leopold has latterly had much of the 
world against him on account of his 
attitude towards the Congo independ- 
ent state. His great interest lay in 
the development of that country, for 
he was practically the founder of it, 
and was its ruling sovereign. 

On November 15, 1908, Belgium for- 
mally assumed control of the state, and 
since then efforts at reform have been 
inaugurated. but not carried out in an 
entirely satisfactory manner. 

Criticisms against King Leopold in 
this conn#Tidn’ are’ said to have shat- 
tered the buoyant spirits of the sov- 

' ereign, although it was only in private 
that he gave expression to those feel- 
ings. It was because of his whole- 
souled interest in the development of 
the Congo, In <énnéction with the 
progress of Belgium, that his own 

‘ people. in a.measure, overlooked the 
atrocities which were alleged against 
him. 

Not Liked by Fellow-Sovereigns. 

King Leopold was looked upon as 
one of the shrewdest' and ablest men 
of the time He was assentially a 
man of business, cold, reticént and cal- 
culating. -He.was of a particularly in- 
dependent spirit, and more than once 
is sald to have told other sovereigns, 
who attempted to advise him in con- 
nection with his private affairs, to 
mind their oWy business. For this 
reason, King Leopold had become 
estranged from many of the courts of 

- Europe. 

Leopold’s Morganatic Wife. 

Baroness Vaughan, who is said to 
have been the king’s morganatic wife, 

‘ eceuples a chateau close to the pavil- 
lon where Leopold died. The baron- 
ess is the daughter of parents of the 
name of De Lacroix. who were con- 
clerges, or janitors, first at Liege and 
afterward in Paris. Her mother is 
dead, and her father is an inmate of 
an asylum for. the insane. She is the 
mother of two children. 

King Leopold spent a great deal of 
his time with the baroness, and gave 
his ministers much concern on this ac- 
count. At one time there was talk of 
his abdication, but as months went 
by, his subjects apparently became ac- 
customed to his ways, and abdication 
became a thing of the past. 

The people are heatedly occupied 
with the question as to the position of 
Baroness Vaughan ip the royal house- 
hold, as the result of a sensational 
article published in The Soir. The pa- 
per charged that Baroness Vaughan 
was constantly at the bedside of the 
king, even being present when extreme 
unction was administered, whereas 
the king’s daughters and his nephew 
‘Was not admitted. 

The Church and Baroness. 

The question was put by The Soir to 
Mer. Coreman, the venerable royal 
chaplain, whether the king had mar- 
ried Baroness Vaughan according to 
the provisions of the religious cere- 
mony. adding that al] Belgium was as- 
tonished and scandalized that the 
church would sanction the presence of 
the woman near the king’s couch while 
the priest came on his sacred mission. 

The chaplain intimated that the 
marriage exists, and said that his con- 
science was clear about his visit to the 
king. The church's code of morals, he 
added, was the same for the King as 
for the people, and, in conclusion, he 
said: 

“From the standpoint of the church, 
the king’s situation is regular.”

INAUGU 


Col. Federick Jj. Paxon, president- 
elect of the chamber of commerce, 
aroused his hearers to a high pitch 
of enthusiasm by the stirring senten- 
ces of his inaugural address. He out- 
lined the hopes of the chamber of 
commerce for the next two years call- 
ing for a membership of 1,000 for 1910, 
and 1,500 in 1911. 

Col. Paxon declared that Atlanta 
needed more parks, more playgrounds, 
a museum and art gallery comparable 
to Carnegie library. He stated that 
the chamber of commerce had reached 
the point where more interest had to 
be taken “in polities,” and that he 
aid not mean this in the objectionable 
sense of “going Into politics.” He 
paid a splendid tribute to the three 
Atlanta papers, praising their editors 
by name. He declared that Atlanta 
needed a male college, which would 
be fér young men what Agnes Scott 
is for young women. The sub-treasury, 
he declared, must be located here, a 
bureau of municipal research and 
other improvements. He called for a 
rigid enforcement of the pure food 
law, and concluded with a powerfu! 
appeal for the passage of the coming 
bond election. 

His speech in full is as follows: 

“T am conscious of the high honor 
you have conferred upon me in my se- 
lection as president, and 2 vitae 
its significance. To be president of 
the chamber of commerce ig probably 
the highest civic gift that Atlanta can 
bestow upon a cittizen. I am grate- 
ful to you for the magnificent board 
of directors, the personnel of which, 
as a whole, is equal to that of any 
previous year. All of them are men 
who have been placed here because 
they have achieved success in their 
respective lines of business. and as 
such, have become recognized as cap- 
tains of industry and qualified to lead 
in the chamber of commerce work. 
Let me state in the outset that this 
is your work—it is your chamber of 
commerce; we are simply your offi- 
cers that you have, and we need and 
ask your individual assistance and 
counsel. 

“It is auspicious that the new offi- 
cers assume their duties on January 
1, at the beginning of the new fiscal 
year, for if I recollect right, our word 
‘January’ comes from ‘Janus,’ a door, 
and the door of opportunity is always 
open to those who love our city and 
are willing to work for its welfare. 

“Under the system of reorganization 
as outlined during Mr. Candler’s ad- 
ministratton, 
mittee work was made by Vice Presi- 
dent-elect Wilmer Moore, and he and 
his associates have been thorough and 
efficient. So far as we can see, every 
member has been assigned to congen- 
ia) duty. All will thus have an op- 
portunfty of working directly for the 
g00d of the community. . 


Would Have Candler Continue. 


“I am confident that I voice the 
sentiment, not only of the board of 
directors, but of the entire membership 
as well, when I state that it was a 
source of deep regret to us all that 
Mr. Candler could not be induced to 
continue as president for another two 
years. Without disparaging in the 
slightest, the administrations of the 
previous presidents (and they were 
all telling and substantial in good re- 
Bults), I believe we are agreed that 
the work of this body in the past two 
years under the leadership of Mr. 
Candler has been the most momentous. 
and the most forceful, and the most 
advantageous of -anyinourhistory. A 
glance over the results accomplished 
by the chamber as outlined by the 
retiring president tonight, shows what 
has been done under his leadership, 
and this great association. of business 
men now occupies a position in public 
and civic affairs that it has never held 
before. My only hope in assuming the 
presidency on the first of January, is 
that I may “aly up the pace set by my 
predecessor. f I succeed in doing 
this, I shall be satisfied. It is also 
to be regretted that such men as Da- 
vid Woodward, H. A. Maier and S. A. 
Carter, most efficient directors, have 
by virtue of the expiration of their 
terms been retired to the ranks. They 
have been excellent directors and com- 
mitteemen. 


South’s Great Development. 


“Atlanta is at the critical stage o% 
her history. What she does during the 
next few yvears will leave its mark for 
al] time, and in a large measure shape 
the future of our city. Let us glance 
for a moment at the strong position 
Atlanta Oocupies in the galaxy of cities 
of the first magnitude. From the 


learn that where there was not one 
cotton mill in the south before the 
war now there are 762, with 257,400 
looms and 11,720,000 spindles. There 
is enough cotton raised to keep going 
122,000,000 spindles. The south has 
62,000 square miles of coal lands, or 
two and a half times more than Great 
Britain, Germany and Pennsylvania 
combined. There is more fron in the 
south than in all other parts of Amer- 
ica. It has $50,000,000 invested in elec- 
tric plants run by water power. Over 
2,500,000 tons of phosphate have been 
mined since 1868. Eight hundred mil- 
lions of bushels of grain are raised 
annually and grain and cotton equal 
the products of all the rest combined 
(namely, two billions). The entire prop- 
erty in the south is estimated at $19.- 
000.000,000. These are impressive fig- 
ures and particularly forceful to us 
when we recollect that Atlanta is on 
the highway. and, indeed, is the very 
gate to the south, and parenthetically 
let me remark that the gait she sets is 
in a marked dé@gree the gait that the 
south follows. 

“But Atlanta is as vet an unfinished 
city. True, we have gone ahead by 
leaps and bounds commercially, so that 
our wholesale and retail trade igs of 
greater magnitude than ever before; 
our bank balances and bank clearings 
are reaching phenomenal figures; our 
postoffice receipts show that we are the 
second city in the south, and will, by 
1910, rank first, outstripping every 
other city in this section. 

Wents a “City Beautiful.” 

“But this is an unfinished city. We 
wish to grow in other lines as we have 
grown commercially. When primitive 
man established himself in a cave and 
finished making stone knives and 
hatehets for self-protection, the first 
products of his leisure were the draw- 
ings on the walls of his rude home. 
He demanded beauty in his surround- 
ings. and thie is today the mark of

|mankind been so insistent that his |

progress from savagery to civilization. 
This is an artistic era—the very age 
Never before has 


buildings and business—his very song 
and prayer should breathe the Sspirit 
of harmony and truth. I rejoice that 


of ‘the city beautiful.” We need more 
parks, more playgrounds and breathing 
spots for the people; we need a mu- 
seum and an art gallery on a similar 
scale as our magnificent Carnegie li- 
brary. We need the cultivation of the 
esthetic and of the beautiful, as well 
as the commercial, so that we may not 
develop solely on one side. We want 
our city 80 — sO attractive, so 
wholesome and full of charm in every 
respect that people will come here 
because it is the best place to live and 
to educate their children. But beauty 
should stand on a sure foundation of 
prosperous industry. sound finances and 
enlightened commerce. Back of a1)! 
this, inspiring and informing it, must 
be’ an educated people, an educated 
public spirit. 

“There is too much tendency in 
American life toward the negative side. 
What we need is more aggressive good- 
ness, the positiveness that stands for 
progress and advancement. 

‘The Chamber of Commerce has al- 
ways stood for the highest type of 
manhood,.and. we capnot go back on 
our history. We need more men like 
the Candlers, Bob Maddox, Sam Jones, 
Walter Cooper, J. K. Orr. the Inmans 
ané others of the same high standard

They have been of the high- 
est type, and Atianta will write in her 
Hall of Fame the names of those who 
have worked so unselfishly and so un- 
tiringly for their eity’s welfare. 

Mast Give Tim? and Talent 

“A eitizen of the present day 
not only give his money, but his time 
and talent for the betterment of the 
community in which he lives, for the 
merchant has infinitely more to do 
than ‘the mere bastering and selling of 
his goods.’ 

“He must truly be a “builder of roads 
and an !Improver of streets,’ a leader 
in the march of improvement for the 
city’s good. The man who thinks sole- 
ly of figuring on his profits and regards 
his place of business merely as an in- 
stitution for his personal advancement 
and his personal gain, not a true 
citizen, but a parasite. Is it not true 
that too many of us,in the past have 
figured just how much we could make 
out of the city, rather than how much 
the city could make out of us? Our 
very success in the community § in 
which we live and the progress we 
have made through our endeavors 
brings With it a certain responsibility 
to the public and argues a right to 
demand that we give somewhat of our 
talents for its welfare. Atlanta has @ 
right to ask of the men who have 
achieved wealth in her midst, of the 
men who have made a competency, of 
the men who are living here and en- 
joying her fair name and protection, 
that they work unselfishly for Atlanta's 
good. 

Free From All Graft. 

“In the past we have been signally 
free from political graft-—-and are 80 
now. Our city fathers have been men 
of the best type. The finger of sus- 
picion has never pointed at the coun- 
cils of Atlanta, charging them with 
corruption, but it is imperative that we 
continue this condition of affairs. and 
as the city grows, it will be necessary 
that the highest type of men represent 
her tn councils and on administrative 
boards. To that end, I say fearlessly, 
but with some hesitation, that the time 
has come when the Chamber of Com- 
merce, aS a body, as well as individ- 
ually, must take more active interast 
in local politics; not necessarily ‘g0- 
ing into politics’ in any offensive sense, 
but seeing to it that those who repre- 
sent our interests in civic affairs are 
such men as wil! serve unselfishly and 
faithfully, and, to that end, we must 
insist that only good, upright, pro- 
gressive citizens are nom nated and 
elected to attend to Atlanta’s business. 
The Chamber of Commerce should put 
its finger on a citizen and say: ‘This 
is the right type of man,’ or ‘That one 
is not:’ ‘this is the man who has been 
nominated, and who ought to be elect- 
ed, and we will do our part toward 
placing him in office.’ Or, if the con- 
trary ts true, we should declare, This 
is a man who ought not to represent 
our city, and we will do our best to 
prevent his election.’ 

“We can do more to shape the des- 
tiny of Georgia’s capital than any 
other body of men, for this chamber 
is a practical illustration of the Atlan- 
ta Spirit organized, with its member- 
ship comprising men of the truest 
hearts and finest brain in our com- 
munity. It will be by your assistance 
that we are to have a greater and 
better Chamber of Commerce, and con- 
sequently a bigger, better city, for we 
must bear in mind as Iago sald of 
Desdemona, ‘That she holds it a vice 
in her goodness not to do more than 
is requested,’ and we should al] con- 
sider it a ‘vice not to do more good 
than is requested of us.’ We may not 
all be_builders, but we can clear away 
the debris of civic life that others may 
build. We can all help and the call is 
extended to those of our citizens who 
have not joined the Chamber of Com- 
merce, to take out (as Dr. Lyman Ab- 
bott has tersely expressed it) ‘natural- 
ization papers,’, thus removing their 
loyalty to home interests and becoming 
recognized as active soldiers for the 
common good. 


Obligations to the Press. 

“We are under obligations to our 
newspapers. They have ever heen in 
the forefront of what is best for At- 
lanta; they have always set the pace; 
they have ever unselfishly. stood for 
what was right; they have uniformly 
stood for progress, and the Chamber of 
Commerce and Atlanta owe a debt of 
gratitude they can never pay to such 
men as Clark Howell, Dick Gray and 
Fred Seely, and we must give them 
this recognition with our thanks and 
our gratitude. 

“Let me say a word concerning some 
pressing needs in our immediate fu- 
ture. For 1910 we want a bona fide 
membership in this body, not of 600, 
but of 1,000, and we want to aim for 
1,500 in 1911. 

“We should have a college for young

“Above all things, it behooves every 
true man in our city, and certainly if 
he is a member of the Chamber of 
Commerce, to take off his coat, roll 
up his sleeves, and see to it that the 
bond issue passes.

Of 
this needless waste of life and 
strength, authortites state, one-half is 
chargeable to public neglect and one- 
half to individual carelessness. We 
must have more of beth public and 
private attention to hygiene, to stop 
this frightful waste of humanity. The 
bond issue means the lifting of At- 
lanta from a town to a city of the 
first rank. It means more than this— 
it means that Atlanta believes in her- 
self and in her future, and so is build-. 
ing unselfishly for posterity as wel) | 
as for the present generation. 

“I am glad that we have on our)

“The Chamber of Commerce will as;

“We will, in addition, have a leaflet 
printed for general distribution, giv- 
ing full facts as to the imperative 
need of this bond issue, the expendi- 
tures by departments, by sections of 
the city and by wards, and give the 
increaseqd tax rate on the valuation of 
a tax payer's holdings. In other words. 
a littie folder, which will be in the 
form of a catechism on the bond issue. 
Our very efficient secretary, Mr. Coop- 
er. Is already at work on this.

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‘PACIFIC ROADS STOCK

New York, December 16.—Difficulty

The increase in the 
dividend has been so long anticipated 
and the price lifted so high that a 
violent .reaction has been dreaded in 
some quarters when the action should 
be taken.
